I, Bobbie A. Brandon, do hereby declareBQ&M OF. APPEALS 

follows : 

I am the Head of the patent depository at the 
A.T.C.C. and oversee the receipt, maintenance and 
correspondence associated with the deposit of biological 
materials for patent purposes. 

As evidenced by my records, on April 2, 1981, I 
received ampules described as human lymphoblastoid B-cell 
line WI-L2-729 HF 2 from Dr. Robert Lundak which was 
deposited for patent purposes for U.S. filing and I was 
authorized to maintain the deposit for twenty years from the 
date of receipt. In accordance with our practice, for 
deposits solely for United States 1 filings, the contents of 
the ampules were not investigated for viability. This was 
and is our practice. Nor do we attempt to characterize the 
contents of the ampules to establish that they correspond to 
the description of the biological material provided us. Nor 
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do we normally receive copies of portions of the patent application 
filed in the United States to which the biological material corresponds, 
whereby it might be feasible to compare the description in the patent 
application to the characteristics of the biological material which is 
deposited. 

Subsequently, I received a letter of February 24, 1982, 
authorizing that the human lymphoblastoid B-cell line WI-L2-729 HF^ 
(A.T.c.C. No. CRL 8062) should be retained in accordance with European 
Patent Convention, so that it would be maintained for thirty years from 
the date of deposit and not less than five years from the last request 
and on March 2, 1982 I responded to the request indicating that the 
subject cell line would be retained in accordance with European 
requirements. As of this date, the subject cell line is being retained 
and will continue to be retained in accordance with these requirements, 
all fees having been paid. 

The undersigned declarant further declares that all statements made 
herein of his own knowledge are true and that all statements made on 
information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful false statements 
and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, 
under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, and that such 
willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application 
or any patent issuing thereon.

(a) not to make the deposited culture or any 
culture derived therefrom available to any third party 
before the application has been refused or withdrawn or is 
deemed to be withdrawn/ or if a patent is granted before the 
expiry of the patent in the designated State in which it 
last expired; 
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(b) to use the deposited culture or any culture 
derived therefrom for experimental purposes only, until such 
time that the patent application is refused or withdrawn or 
is deemed to be withdrawn , or up to the date of publication 
of the mention of the grant of the European patent. This 
provision shall not apply insofar as the Requester is using 
the culture under a compulsory license* The term "compulsory 
license" shall be construed as including ex officio licenses 
and the right to use patented inventions in the public 
interest. 

The above requirements are in accord with European 
Patent Office regulations. If there are other pertinent 
regulations, they are to be controlling. 

If any further fee is required, please send such 
bills in accordance with our letter of April 8, 1981. The 
accession number was given in your letter of April 26, 1981.
